Beginning September 17, 24 Soviet business executives will 
participate in a unique two-year academic and business management 
training program at The George Washington University School of 
Business and Public Management.

Beginning September 17, 24 Soviet business executives will 
participate in a unique two-year academic and business management 
training program at The George Washington University School of 
Business and Public Management. The program, sponsored by the 
School's Office of Professional Development, was officially 
instituted through a recent agreement between the Soviet 
Association of Scientific Engineering Societies (SASES) and the 
University.
